Bmil Wahl, aged 26 a young French- 
man was drowned in the Saskatche- 
wan yesterday afternoon at 12:50 a 
few hundred yards below Where the 
six victims of the motor laurich tragedy 
met their death on Thursday evening 
Jast. Along with his brother Joseph 
Wahl and a friend Jean Reynders, pro- 
prietor of the French laundry at 1098 
Jasper West the deceased, who was 
employed as porter at the Windsor 
hotel, was out on the river in a flat 
bottomed boat, said to belong to the 
Huff Greyel company searching for 
the bodies of the motor launch party, 

Thought They Saw Body. 

There are several gravel outfits em- 
~proymg latge BCOops' to drag the gravel 
up from the bed of the river, located 
between the low level and east end 
bridges. The scoops are drawn up by 
steel cables and it was one of these 
which the Bulletin was informed be- 
longed to a Mr. Iluff, but not the Huff 
Grading company, which caused the 
death of Emil ‘Wahl. The three men 
had their attention distracted as they 
neared the cable by what they thought 
was a body floating in the water, but 
which turned out tu be a submerged 
log. While their cyes were fixed on 
the obje-” in the water the swift 
flowing current was carrying them to- 
wards the cable, which was suspended 
above the water, instead of being sunk 
on the bottom when not in use. 

Warning Too Late, 

“Garde, Attention! called out Joseph 
Wahl as he saw the cable just at the 
moment that the current rushed them 
upon it. immediately Joseph Wah! 
and Jean Reynders ducked their heads 
while Joseph lifted the cable above his 
head. The ery came a moment too 


late for Emil Wahl to duck and he, 


endeavored to straddle the cable, The 
boat was travelling at about eight 
miles an hour with the current. The 
boat was going to fast for him, and by 
the time he had got over the able the 
craft had shot away down stream leavy- 
ing him dangling from the cable with 
the lower part of his body immersed 
in the stream. 

Emil had been h ‘dling one of the 
oars which was when he was 
snatched out of tl rout, Unable tu 
return with one o the brother and 
friend called loudly sor help and drove 
their boat ashore. ‘The cries of the 
man on the cable added to those of his 
companions quickly attracted attention 
and a large part of the shack popula- 
tion Mving on the banks of the river 
rushed to the scene. 

Second Bout Swamped, 

Not more than 150 feet from where 
Wahl was hanging on the cable the 
John Walter steamer was grappled 
to the bank of the river while the 
men were at dinner, In order to get 
to Wahl as soon as possible Engineer 


Christensen of the steamer, who is an 
experienced boatman, put off in the 


stcamer’s boat along with two strang- 
ers Who volunteered assistance, They 


soon reached the cable but as seon as 
they got hold of it and attempted to 


pull in Wahl, the boat half filled with 
, water and began to sink, 
Strong Swimmer, 
Realizing that they would almost 


certainly be upset in attempting te 
rescue Wahl from below the cable 
the three men in the first boat pulled 
away with the intention of trying from 


the otter side. it was while thes 


were endeavoring to pass under the 
cable “hearer in towards the shore 
that Wahl, feeling that he could not 
hang on much longer, made an ef- 


fort to get ashore by his own efforts
